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REMARKS 

Claims 8-10, 12 and 13 are currently pending in the application. Claims 12 and 13 have 
been canceled; claims 8-10 have been amended and claims 17-29 have been added. Support for 
the claim amendments and new claims maybe found, e.g., at page 13, lines 16-22, of the 
specification. No new matter has been added. 

Cancellation and amendment of claims should in no way be construed as an acquiescence 
to any of the Examiner's rejections. Cancellation and amendment of the claims are being made 
solely to expedite prosecution of the present application and do not, and are not intended to, 
narrow the claims in anyway. Applicants reserve the option to further prosecute the same or 
similar claims in the instant or in a subsequent patent application. 

Objection to the disclosure 

A substitute Fig. 1 A is submitted herewith in response to the Examiner's indication that 
some letters in Fig. 1 A were not clearly shown and hard to read. Figs. 1 A and IB are now on 
separate sheets for clarity, and a copy of substitute Fig. IB is also enclosed. 

Also enclosed is a substitute Sequence Listing in which the new sequences have been 
added as SEQ ID NOs: 46-49, respectively. The specification has been amended by the insertion 
of the new SEQ ID NOs next to the sequences. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request 
withdrawal of the objection to the disclosure. 

Rejection of claims 8-10, 12 and 13 under 35 U.S.C. S 112, first paragraph 

Claims 8-10, 12 and 13 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, 
allegedly because the specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection. 
However, merely for expediting prosecution of this application, claim 8 has been amended and 
claims 12 and 13 have been canceled. Reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection is 
respectfully requested.
